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Mixed feelings over road 
enhancement scheme

PLANS to dramatically 
transform Weymouth’s 
Dorchester Road into a 
tree-lined street could be 


scaled back after half the 
people consulted said they 
were not in favour of it. 
Details of the possible 


cut-back on enhancement 
from Manor Roundabout 
northwards emerged dur¬ 
ing a meeting of the Wey 
Valley PACT group at 
which speakers included 
Emma Baker from Dorset 


County Council. 

The meeting was told 
that the lukewarm public 
consultation response 
meant that county engi¬ 
neers were now working 
on scaling back the 


£940,000 scheme which 
originally included semi- 
mature trees, shrubs, on¬ 
street parking, cycleways 
and a reduced road width. 

The meeting was told 
that current thoughts now 
envision a cycle lane from 
Manor Roundabout to 
Wey Valley School, re¬ 


moving parking restric¬ 
tions south of Littlemoor 
Road and either a T-junc¬ 
tion or a mini roundabout 
at Littlemoor Road’s junc¬ 
tion with Dorchester Road. 

Planting trees in a central 
reservation from Manor 
Roundabout could be 
scrapped although there 
might be islands with a 
tree with less landscaping 
and a pedestrian island at 
Manor. 

There could be narrow¬ 
ing of wide “bell” junc¬ 
tions at Nottington Lane 
and Stottingway Street, 
more parking around the 
Village Stores area and the 
removal of some double 
line restrictions north of 
Littlemoor road towards 
Upwey. 

Work on Dorchester 
Road north of Littlemoor 
Road could start in spring 
2012 with the southern 
part starting in the autumn 
after the Olympics because 
Dorchester Road is seen as 
an alternative Olympic 
route. 

Those who attended the 
PACT meeting expressed 


concerns about the speed 
of traffic, the wisdom of 
removing bus lay-bys and 
safety for children cross¬ 
ing roads. 

The cost of the scheme is 
ring fenced because the 
improvements are part of 
the Weymouth relief road 
budget and the county 
council has the money. 
The original cost an¬ 
nounced a year ago was 
£940,000. 

A county council 
spokesman said: “The 
works on Dorchester Road 
aim to enhance the land¬ 
scape and promote a calm 
street scene. 


“The environmental im¬ 
provement plans for 
Dorchester Road are cur¬ 
rently being revised fol¬ 
lowing consultation with 
local residents at the end of 
last year. 

“On-street parking, 
pedestrian facilities, a cy¬ 
cleway and a review of 
current road markings are 
being looked at as part of 
the revised scheme. 

“Further public exhibi¬ 
tions will be held to hear 
what residents think early 
next year when the new 
proposals have been fi¬ 
nalised.”

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WHEN Lesley Gemmill was asked to take over the 
Bride Valley Knitting Group in September of this 
year, she was on the lookout for a project so the 
group could do more than just knit and natter. 

With Christmas on the horizon they decided to 
knit the Nativity - a "Knitivity" - and after tree 
months of frantically clicking needles, they pro¬ 
duced a delightful seasonal addition to the com¬ 
munity. Their work was donated to the villages of 
the Bride Valley and will hopefully become a reg¬ 
ular feature of Christmas displays for many years 
to come. It is currently on show Litton Cheney Vil¬ 
lage Hall. 

Lesley has lived in Litton Cheney for three years. 
Originally from Burnley in Lancashire, she settled 
with her family in West Dorset after living and 
travelling in places across the globe, from Hol¬ 
land to Pakistan. 

A garden designer by profession, Lesley is now 
retired and lives her husband Graeme to whom 
she has been married for nearly 50 years. 


■ CAN you tell us more about the knitting group? 

It was founded by Doris Ammerman and Pat Bowcock 
as a way of encouraging the over 50s to get together. An¬ 
other lady, Anna Lovell, was instrumental in putting us 
forward for funding from the Dorset Partnership for 
Older People Programme. We meet once a fortnight on 
a Tuesday afternoon at Ourganics, in Litton Cheney. 
There is a real range of abilities - the good knitters help 
the beginners. 

■ WHAT kind of projects have you knitted for? 

We have and ongoing project knitting squares to make 
disaster blankets. There are unfortunately disasters that 
happen any time any place and we want to have plenty 
to send when such times come. If nothing else we will 
donate them to Shelterbox for example. 

■ HOW did you decide who did what for the "Kni¬ 
tivity"? 

Well, all the figures are an amalgam of everyone’s work. 
Someone worked on tabards, some on faces or body 
parts, some did animals like sheep. If you’ve never knit¬ 
ted a nose or a curly beard it’s very interesting. The ex¬ 
pressions on the figures came out brilliantly, one of the 
three kings looks a bit grumpy though. In all about eight 
people had a hand in it. 

■ HAVE you got any other projects in the pipeline? 

Nothing specific yet, but we are always open to sugges¬ 
tion. We might take part in a national project that aims 



to make a knitted cushion out of British wool for every 
Olympic competitor, but we’re not sure yet, and of course 
ultimately the group will decide what the next project will 
be. 

■ SO are all your family and friends getting knitted 
things from you this Christmas? 

Well they did last year, tea cosies, slippers, mug warmers 
- they were all really fun designs and everyone loved 
them. A friend of mine keeps an allotment and wanted a 
trug for Christmas, and I thought ‘well, that’s a bit plain’, 
so I filled it with a heap of knitted vegetables for him. 
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■ HOW did you get into knitting in the first place? 

I didn’t start knitting until I had my children and I knitted 
their baby clothes. I came back to knitting after the chil¬ 
dren had grown up. I went trekking in Pakistan and was 
utterly charmed by the people, who often had little in the 
way of warm clothing, so I started knitting jumpers for 
them and sent them out with the trekking company. Then, 
when I came to Dorset three-years-ago this knitting group 
was my saving grace and was my way to get involved and 
get to know people in the village. The knitting group be¬ 
came my stable point. It’s my little haven of peace and 
calm and we meet in such a beautiful spot. 

■ WHAT do you get up to when you are not knit¬ 
ting? 

I walk, I read and I do the usual country things. I love 
making food from the free resources we have in our 
hedgerows, sloe gin, blackberry whiskey, jams, pickles, 
that sort of thing. I’m very much a ‘moors and mountains’ 
person, having been brought up in Lancashire. In fact, 
that’s what attracted me to West Dorset in particular. 


■ WHICH three famous people would you like to in¬ 
vite round for Christmas dinner? 

Firstly I’d invite Mark Hix. I adore his restaurant in Lyme 
Regis. Then I’d invite Charles Hazlewood, the musician 
and conductor. He’s made some fascinating programmes 
about music and really makes it come alive. And then of 
course, Stephen Fry, because he makes me laugh and he’s 
clever, and I like clever too.

They struck at 10.55pm 
on December 12 th when 
they entered the garage 
and threatened member 
of staff Victor Mariyana- 
yagam who suffered 
minor injuries after being 
repeatedly punched and 
kicked by the intruders, 
said police. 

Officers added that the 
robbers then stole ciga¬ 
rettes, tobacco and a 
quantity of cash although 
how much money was 
taken was not being re¬ 
vealed. 

Police said that the rob¬ 
bers made off but 
dropped a large number 
of the cigarettes and to¬ 
bacco as they escaped. 

They are described as 
wearing hooded tops and 
they are believed to be 
aged in their late teens to 
early twenties. 

A cordon was immedi¬ 
ately placed round the 
garage with large areas of 
the forecourt taped off 
and forensic experts were 


called in to examine the 
scene while uniformed 
police stayed on site to 
monitor the premises. 

Officers have now able 
to release closed circuit 
television images - 
showing four men offi¬ 
cers are keen to talk with. 

Detective Constable 
Tracey Cambridge, of 


Weymouth CID, said: 
“We are appealing for 
witnesses, and anyone 
with any information 
about this incident, to 
contact police as soon as 
possible. 

“We are keen to speak 
to these four men ur¬ 
gently as they may have 
information that will as¬ 
sist with the investiga¬ 
tion. 

“This was a terrifying 


ordeal for the member of 
staff and we are deter¬ 
mined to find those re¬ 
sponsible.”

New dementia advice 
service for Dorset 


A NEW service to help people 
with dementia and their carers 
has been given the go-ahead in 
Dorset. 

The initiative, worth £250,000 is 
jointly funded by Dorset County 
Council and Dorset Primary Care 
Trust and will focus on providing 
information and advice to people 
affected by memory loss. 

The contract for the service has 
been awarded to Age UK Dorch¬ 
ester, who will manage the proj¬ 
ect and ensure anyone affected 
by dementia will have easy access 
to care, support and advice fol¬ 
lowing diagnosis. 

Di Lawrence, chief officer at Age 
UK Dorchester, said: "Dementia is 
one of the biggest challenges we 
face in the UK today. It currently 
affects 750,000 people and that 
number is set to double over the 
next 30 years as the population 
ages. 

"Contrary to belief, there is a 
great deal that can be done to 
help people with dementia and 
slow down the impact after initial 
diagnosis. 

"We are really pleased to have 
been awarded the contract for 
the service which will be up and 
running by middle of January 
next year. 

"Fifteen memory advisors have 
already been appointed across 


the county to provide surgeries in 
their locality, promote the project 
and ensure everyone can benefit 
from the new service. 

Andrew Cattaway, cabinet 
member for adult social care at 
Dorset County Council, said:"After 
receiving a diagnosis, many peo¬ 
ple with dementia and their fam¬ 
ilies face a challenging future, 
having to cope with the diagnosis 
and its prognosis. 

"Added to this challenge are 
problems with navigating the 
maze of services provided by 
statutory, private and voluntary 
agencies. 

"Many are not aware of the serv¬ 
ices and support available to 


them and only seek help once the 
condition has deteriorated, often 
months or even years later. 

"By this point, the person with 
dementia and the carer are often 
isolated and cut off from commu¬ 
nity support previously provided 
by friends and neighbours and 
through participation in hobbies 
and leisure activities. 

"The new memory loss service 
in Dorset will offer much im¬ 
proved arrangements by sign¬ 
posting help available and will 
take advantage of the well-estab¬ 
lished networks, partnerships, 
and shared vision between the 
county council, NHS Dorset, Age 
UK and other private and volun¬ 
tary sector providers."

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Eco boilers for Olympic homes

A BIOMASS heating sys¬ 
tem has been officially 
turned on for £13 million 
worth of homes in Port¬ 
land’s Olympic village at 
Osprey Quay. 

The fuel first at the Offi¬ 
cers Field development 
was switched on by South 
Dorset MP Richard Drax 
who then joined other dig¬ 
nitaries in a tour of the vil¬ 
lage. 

The system uses boilers 
fired by sustainably 
sourced wood pellets to 
provide efficient heat and 
hot water to the homes 
while cutting carbon out¬ 
put by 55 per cent. 

Mr Drax said: “Anything 
that is non-oil must be 
good. The whole aim is to 
move off fossil fuels and it 
is also in the Olympic 
spirit to provide an alterna¬ 
tive fuel which won’t pol¬ 
lute as oil does. 

“Here we have an 
Olympic village which is 
wood-fuelled. You are 
doing a marvellous job 
here.” 

Sustainability is at the 
heart of the development 
which also collects rainwa¬ 
ter to flush toilets, for gar¬ 
den use and for washing 
machines in the scheme 


which has 59 homes, 19 of 
which will go to the Magna 
Housing Association as af¬ 
fordable housing. 

Dorchester developer 
ZeroC said the rest will be 
sold with one-bedroom 
homes starting at £135,000 
up to £275,000 for a four- 
bedroom house. 

Weymouth and Portland 
Mayor Graham Winter 
said: “I like the idea of 
wood pellets for heating 
but, even more so, I like 
the idea of an incinerator 
for this area so we can burn 
waste material, which 
would otherwise go to 
landfill, and which at the 
same time generates heat. 

“But that is something 
way in the future while 
biomass is actually here on 
Portland now which is the 
way to go.” 

Mr Drax and Mr Winter 
later led dignitaries and 
guests on a tour of the site 
where kitchens have been 
left out of homes to max¬ 
imise Olympic bed spaces, 
althletes eating at a tempo¬ 
rary central dining facility. 
The missing kitchens will 
be fitted after the Games. 

ZeroC project manager

A MARVELLOUS thing about Christmas is 
the fact that many prophesies about the 
birth of our Lord were fulfilled in such de¬ 
tail. At the time they were made, hundreds of years 
earlier, some would have appeared unlikely. Yet the 
result was exactly as foretold.

“I had to man the switchboard on shifts at the Port¬ 
land council offices, taking calls from where there had 
been bomb damage and notifying police, fire and am¬ 
bulance if they were needed.”

District council to invest in broadband access 


WEST Dorset District Council has an¬ 
nounced it will contribute nearly £1.3mil- 
lion to improve the district’s broadband 
access. 

Councillors meeting at the council’s ex¬ 
ecutive committee agreed the funding on 
Tuesday, December 13th. 

The district council’s investment forms 
part of £10million funding required from 
Dorset councils to match the £9.44million 
already provisionally allocated by the 
Government. 

It is intended to submit a Local Broad¬ 
band Plan for Dorset to Broadband Deliv¬ 
ery UK (BDUK) by December 31st 2011, 
aimed at releasing the £9.44million. 
BDUK expect the total £18.88million 
raised through central and local govern¬ 
ment to be matched by the commercial 
sector. 

Match funding from Dorset authorities is 
crucial to acceptance by BDUK of the 
broadband plan. A decision on acceptance 
of the Dorset plan by BDUK is expected 
in February/March 2012. If successful 
with the funding application then negotia¬ 
tion with BDUK and commercial 
providers is expected to take place during 
summer 2012. 

Improved broadband services are vital to 
local businesses and communities, with 
figures indicating 38 per cent of premises 
in West Dorset have bandwidth speeds of 
less than 2Mbps (megabits per second). 

The BDUK funds are to be used for stim¬ 
ulating investment in broadband rollout in 
rural areas where commercial investments 
alone will not deliver. 

The ultimate aim is to deliver 100 per 


cent superfast broadband coverage at 
speeds in excess of 30MBps for all prem¬ 
ises in Dorset. 

District Council Leader Robert Gould 
said: “This is a once only opportunity and 
the success of the project relies entirely on 
an integrated approach from both local au¬ 
thorities and communities. 

“We are very excited about the prospects 


of delivering this potential £38.88million 
project and the effects it will have for both 
businesses and residences. 

“Much of the business community in 
rural Dorset is made up of small to 
medium sized enterprises and inadequate 
broadband coverage inhibits growth and 
future employment. We want to support 
these businesses and keep them within 


communities in Dorset.” 

Council leaders across Dorset have said 
there is a clear consensus to improve 
broadband provision and the proposed 
rollout has gained considerable support 
from businesses and communities across 
the county. 

The council aims to improve the super¬ 
fast broadband infrastructure, support up¬ 


take of online services and improve online 
literacy. 

One of the Government’s priorities is to 
stimulate private sector investment to in¬ 
crease broadband coverage across the UK 
by 2015; Dorset is hoping to deliver a total 
investment of around £38.88million for 
the rollout of superfast broadband across 
the county. 


Help keep Santa safe this Christmas 


DORSET Fire and Rescue 
Service is reminding the pub¬ 
lic to get their chimney swept, 
ready for Santa, so that he 
doesn't get dirty and to avoid 
a chimney fire at this time of 
year. 

As the weather gets colder, 
people will want to use their 
fires or woodburners to keep 
warm, but since the begin¬ 
ning of the year the fire serv¬ 
ice have already been to 171 
chimney fires. Although the 
weather is milder this year, 
they anticipate people put¬ 
ting their fires on over the 
Christmas period. 

A spokesperson for the 
Dorset Fire and Rescue Serv¬ 
ice said: "We want to ask chil¬ 
dren to remind their parents 
to get their chimneys swept, 
not only to prevent these fires 
from occurring but also to en¬ 
sure Father Christmas has a 


safe and successful journey 
on Christmas Eve. 

"In the last week crews have 
attended chimney fires in the 
Charminster area of 
Bournemouth, Stratton near 
Dorchester, Sandford Orcas 
near Sherborne and Ivy Cross 
near Shaftesbury. 

"Our firefighters have been 
able to extinguish these fires 
and provide fire safety advice, 
but we want to stop them be¬ 
fore they happen. 

"Having your chimney 
swept is vital. The function of 
sweeping the flue/chimney is 
to remove the deposits that 
build up. 

"By sweeping the flue/chim¬ 
ney it ensures that there is a 
clear and safe passage for the 
safe exit of combustion prod¬ 
ucts, and a safe and clean 
entry for Santa." 

The service has the follow¬ 


ing guidance for preventing 
chimney fires: 

• Keep chimneys and flues 
clean and well maintained - 
ensure your chimney is swept 
regularly. 

• Make sure embers are 
under control and put out 
properly when you go to bed. 

• Be careful when using 
open fires to keep warm. 
Make sure you always use a 
fireguard to protect against 
flying sparks from hot em¬ 
bers. 

• Fit a smoke alarm on every 
level of your home and test it 
weekly. 

• Contact Dorset Fire and 
Rescue Service for a free 
home fire safety check.

Cut out 12 circles 
with a fluted pastry cutter, large enough to fill the base of the prepared tin. 
Press gently into each hole, then fill with the mincemeat. 

4. Cut out another 12 slightly smaller discs and use to cover the mincemeat. 
Press the edges together to seal. Make a small slit in the top of each, then 
brush lightly with milk. Chill for about 30 minutes. Meanwhile, preheat the 
oven to 200C/400F/Gas 6. 

5. Bake the pies for 20 minutes until golden brown. 

Remove to a wire rack and serve warm.

Ingredients 

200g self-raising flour, sifted • lOOg golden caster sugar • 100ml sunflower oil 
75ml milk • 1 large free-range egg • 50g qood quality dark chocolate, chopped 
1 heaped tbsp high quality mincemeat 

50g good quality white chocolate, chopped • 50g dried (or fresh) cranberries 

Preparation method 

1. Preheat the oven to 190C/375F/Gas 5 and put 24 mini-muffin cases inside a 
mini-muffin tin.

Ingredients 

900g Brussels sprouts, trimmed 
20g butter 
4 tsp sunflower oil 

150g bacon lardons (or rindless back bacon, cut into short fat strips) 

20g flaked almonds 

400ml double cream

514 tbsp fresh white breadcrumbs

Preparation Period

Roast Turkey with 
Bread Sauce

Ingredients 

1 free-range turkey weighing 4kg 

salt and freshly ground black pepper - 175g unsalted butter 

For the bread sauce 

450ml/15fl oz full-cream milk • 1 small onion • 4 cloves 

75-100g (214 to 314 oz) fresh white breadcrumbs • freshly grated nutmeg 

40g/114oz butter or 2 tbsp double cream • cayenne pepper, for sprinkling 

Preparation Period 

1 Preheat the oven to 180C/350F/Gas 4. Check that you have not left the plastic 

bag of giblets lurking inside the bird. Put the turkey in a large, deep roasting tin. 
Season generously all over with salt and pepper and massage the seasoning into 
the skin. , ,. 

2 Melt the butter in a large saucepan. Fold the muslin in four and lower it into 
the melted butter, pushing it in so that it soaks up virtually all the butter.

4. Pour about 300ml/14 pint water into the roasting tin and slide it into the oven. 
Cook for approximately 3 hours 20 minutes, basting the bird approximately every 
30 minutes with the pan juices. 

5. Test that the turkey is properly cooked in just the same way as you would a 
chicken. Pierce the thickest part of the thigh with a skewer. If the juices run clear 
then the turkey is done. If they are pink, slide it straight back into the oven for a 
further 15 minutes before testing again and continue to do this until they do run 

6. Once it's done, transfer the turkey to a large serving dish, discard the muslin 

and leave in a warm place to rest for at least half an hour. Cover with foil to stop 
the meat going cold. , . u 

7. While the turkey is cooking, make the bread sauce. Pour the milk into a heavy- 
based saucepan. Stick the four cloves into the onion, add to the milk and bring 
very, very slowly up to the boil, so that the milk has plenty of time to absorb the 
flavours of the onion and the cloves. 

8. Remove the onion and cloves and stir enough breadcrumbs into the milk to 
give a thick sauce. Season to taste with nutmeg and salt. Stir in the butter or 
cream, adjust the seasoning, then spoon into a warm serving bowl, sprinkle with 
a little cayenne pepper and place on the table. If making in advance, leave to 
cool, then cover with cling film and store in the fridge for up to three days Re 
heat thoroughly before serving.

HONDA cars are the most resilient to pothole damage, sav¬ 
ing drivers hundreds of pounds in repairs each year, accord¬ 
ing to new research by Potholes.co.uk. 

The road maintenance campaign website, set up by the 
UK's leading warranty provider Warranty Direct, analysed 
tens of thousands of policies* to reveal the cars most and 
least susceptible to the nation's biggest bugbear - pot¬ 
holes. This winter, UK roads are set to become the worst'in 
a generation.' 

After Honda, the most'pothole-proof' manufacturers are 
Toyota and Hyundai, with less than 2% of their cars suffer¬ 
ing axle and suspension damage attributable to potholes 
and other road defects. 

Conversely, Chrysler, Mercedes-Benz and Land Rover 
models are the most likely to be defeated by the UK's pot¬ 
hole-riddled roads, with more than 10% suffering damage 
each year. 

While the average payout for pothole-induced suspen¬ 
sion damage is £309, Warranty Direct and Potholes.co.uk 
have indentified recent claims as high as £2,420. 

Duncan McClure Fisher of Warranty Direct, said;'With last 
year's road damage barely dealt with, a repeat of those 
harsh winter weather conditions could see our highways 
deteriorate to the worst state they've been in for a genera¬ 
tion. 

'As councils struggle to solve the pothole problem, con¬ 
sumers can at least be smart about their vehicle of choice. 
We've found some cars have an uncanny ability to absorb 
the jolts from even the most severe road craters, while oth¬ 
ers aren't so resilient.' 

'Particularly surprising is that high-end manufacturers are 
just as vulnerable, if not more so, than 'value' manufactur¬ 
ers. However, we wouldn't lambast those at the bottom of 
the pile because the roads are just so bad.'

Bridport backs hold the key to big win 


THREE of the four local clubs were involved with away games 
on the last league Saturday of 2011. 

BRIDPORT however had a home game and I travelled to a 
rather squelchy Brewery Ground to watch their game against 
NORTH DORSET 2nd. 

BRIDPORT 41 NORTH DORSET 2nd 7 

IN fact the Brewery Ground was firmer than it had any right to 
be for this Dorset & Wilts League game. 

Early indications were that this would be an interesting con¬ 
test for while the visitors, who had the slight advantage of the 
lateral breeze initially, certainly showed an edge in the scrum 
and maul, they looked a little fragile in the backs and, after 
some five minutes, Bridport thrust down the left, switched, 
made the ball available and following a good break in the mid- 
field Harry Clark got over out wide. The cross wind was to make 
place kicking difficult all game and the try remained uncon¬ 
verted.

IT would be wrong to assess either side on this performance 
in view of the howling gale that blew straight down the 
ground and was the dominant factor throughout.
